One of the hest preservatives is 
the saturated lime solution.

easily made by slacking some new 
lime in water.

erals fought independently, one

Treason was laid at tilt* 
door of one and altogether it was a 
terrible mess in which the poor sold­ 
iers ever had the slightest chance

courage 
which 
w rung from even the Prussians the 
exclam ation: “Oh, what brave fel­ 
low s!” 
So, last Angust, when the soldiers 
started fo r the war, each one bore 
in his h eart a burden heavier than 
then knapsack on his back: 
Would 
history repeat itself? Would 1914 he 
another 1870? 
W as fra n c e better 
prepared this time? 
Would she be 
better 
led J 
W'ere 
her 
generals 
equal to the great task ahead? 
Ii’ 
not, then— 
The troopers dared not let their 
minds run beyond this point. 
Indi\ 
dually the m ost 
intelligent 
soldiers 
in the world, 
they have the 
other 
curse and blessing of civilization, an 
imagination; so they sang and quit 
thinking; 
they joked with 
one a n ­ 
other, never admitting even to them­ 
selves— let alone to their compon 
ions— that the doubt was there. 
Back home the hearts of moth­ 
ers, 
fathers, 
wives, 
sifters 
am 
sw eethearts 
were 
troubled by 
the 
unexpressed dread lest IMH prove 
another 1870. 
And 
if such should 
jjrove to be the case— 
They, too, 
smiled 
and 
talked 
cheerfully of a new and irresistible 
France. 
All knew, 
those 
who 
remained 
waiting as well as those who went 
to war, th at for 44 years Germany 
had 
been living, 
eating, 
sleeping, 
drinking, dream ing w ar and th a t this 
w ar had come. W hat about France? 
Who was General Joffre? Who were 
the 
other 
generals? 
Newspapers 
bad 
hut 
recently 
declared 
that 
F rance 
was unprepared 
was 
this 
true? And all went on being troubled 
in secret lest France should again 
prove unready. 
A fter vague news reached Paris 
th at General Joffre was in retreat 
from Charleroi, the 1870 bugaboo 
loomed bigger and bigger. Maubeuge 
w as invested; 
bdle was occupied. 
Then there came silent, tense days, 
without any real news. 
The gover­ 
nment moved to Bordeaux; the Ger­ 
m ans were now iii Maubeuge, Cora- 
piegne, Soissons, 
Rliiems, ( halons, 
E pernay, 
Laneville, 
\ erdun 
and 
N ancy 
Were 
seriously 
menaced. 
P a ris it seemed, 
was doomed and 
Uhlans were reported to be at the 
gates. 
The w orst tears of soldiers 
and homefolk- seemed realized. 
It 
looked like another 1870, only worse. 
Still 
there 
was no panic. 
There 
was the 
exodus of thousands 
of 
people 
who objected 
to living in 
P a ris during a German occupation, 
but 
the 
city was calm. 
France's 
“ sacred union" held firm. 
But the Doubt, instilled 
into the 
mind of France by 18/0, was there, 
sra I liner and real. 
The people coaid 
I"! 
not know 
that General 
Joffre was 
later to be called a genius. 
They 
could only wonder if bi* retreat was 
strategy or incompetency. The cen­ 
sorship w a s strict and they had few 
fa c ts to base opinion on. 
They did 
not know the Battle of the Marne 
w as 
being 
fought, nor 
that Joffre 
had performed, by winning a victory 
there, a sort of eighth wonder of the 
world. 
Yet this was true. 
General 
Bonnal said of this battle: 
“ This is the 
first time 
to my 
knowledge that ii great arm y, re­ 
treating and fighting at the same 
time and for eight days in succes­ 
sion, was able to furnish the effort 
bv itself to transform its long and 
painful retreat into an irresistible 
offensive.” 
Yet that is what the French army 
was able to do. 
Through this vic­ 


tory a new France was born. 
The 
Great 
Doubt was lifted, 
the 1870 
bugaboo vanished. 
The people were 
given 
confidence 
in 
the army, the 
arm y in itself. 
Henceforth, whatever may happen 
to the French soldier, he will r e t use 
to he discouraged. 
Ile can advance, 
retreat or doggedly hold what he has 
won, any or all, with tenacity and 
good cheer. 
Ile has faith in his of­ 
ficers and faith in himself. He knows 
the w ar may be long, but lie grins 
and grits Ins teeth: “We’ll get ’em 
at l a s t !” he says.

A l l i e s have approximately ten mil­ 


lion. 
The British front in the western 
theatre 
is 
about forty miles 
in 
length; the lines of the other A Hie? 
east and west, including Serbia am 
Montenegro, 
cover 
some 
sixteen 
miles. 
As the ratio of troops em­ 
ployed is one to fourteen and 
the 
ratio 
of mileage is one 
to forty, 
there appear- to be some justifica­ 
tion 
for, the 
complaints 
recently 
made— quite unofficially, of course, 
both 
in F ran ce 
and R ussia 
that 
England is not doing her share 
of 
the work. 
But the question as to whether 
England is fulfilling her obligations 
should he considered in the light of 
her promises. On this basis, she has 
delivered more than was specified in 
the 
contract. 
There 
were 
two 
clan -es 
in the 
secret 
agreement 
m ade with France 
long before 
the 
war started: 
England would take care of the 


seas. 
, 
She would send an expeditionary 
force to France of 120,000 men. 
That's all there was to it. 
She 
has carried out the 
first clause to 
the letter; she has sent nearly six 
times as many men to the firing line 
as she bargained for, and she is 
still sending them aa fast as they 
can be trained. 
Only the oilier day, the Temps of 
paris in an obviously inspired edi­ 
torial commenting on recent tributes 
paid to France by Hie British press, 
made 
these 
significant 
rem arks: 
"F ran k n ess should be mutual. If on 
the land the support of our British 
allies is still only limited, we must 
not forget that on the seas it is they 
who have had much the heaviest 
task. 
If at the beginning of tile war 
we were able to complete the equip­ 
ment of our arm y with a rapidity 
which 
was not one 
of the German 
staff’s least surprised, we owe it to 
the fleet which rendered us m asters 
of the seas.” 
The Temps them a d ­ 
mits that to this capital support on 
the sea, 
the British Empire 
has 
brought its industrial and financial 
resources, “ while its military effort 
on land 
has really 
surpassed 
all 
forecasts.” 
There 
probably 
always will 
he 
some difference as to whether it was 
British valor or German blundering 
that saved Paris in the early days 
of the war. 
P erhaps it was the 
two. Anyhow, P aris was saved, and 
Britishers at least always wall give 
the 
lion’s share 
of the 
credit to 
Field M arshal, French, his generals 
and his soldiers. 
But even if the 
salvation of P aris was not due to 
the British, there is no question that 
they and they alone saved Calais 
and 
the other channel ports. 
Of 
course in accomplishing this, Eng­ 
land has done herself a greater ser­ 
vice than she has the French. 
Since the failure of the Paris a t ­ 
tack, 
Germany’s 
main effort 
has 
been concentrated in the direction 
of Calais, and that is the 
reason 
why, until he has received sufficient 


reinforcement. General fre n c h will 
ie unable to extend is front. 
Tile 
fate 
of the British Empire 
rests 
upon the 
holding of those 
forty 


miles. 
All idea of the “big Spring drive” 
upon which the military writers had 
fed the imagination of the British 
public 
for m o n t h s was 
abandoned 
at Nenve Chapelle, when at the cost 
of 
Id,OOO men, 
the British 
barely 
made a dent in the German line of 
highly fortified trenches. 
In what 
was accomplished the Neuve Chap­ 
elle offensive was in a sense a vic­ 
tory; 
in what it failed to do, it 
was a defeat— for Lille was object­ 
ive and the Germans are still firm­ 
ly planted in Lillie. 
Then after the second battle of 
Ypres, in which Hie Germans fir-t 
used asphyxiating gases, came the 
battle of La Passee. 
This showed 
the 
British public 
why 
the “big 
drive” bad become impossible. T lie 
Briti-li and French troops 
were ti 
make a joint advance after a pre­ 
liminary 
bombardment 
lor 
three 
hours of the German trenches ant 
the field of wire entanglement inter 
vening. 
In that time 
the French 
fired nearly 200,000 high explosive 
projectiles; in one hour the British 
had exhausted their supply of 20.- 
000 high explosives and the rest o 
tin1 time used shrapnel. Result: Tile 
French infantry advanced two miles 
into trenches that had been p ra c ­ 
tically cleared, with a loss of only

Fredrick the Great held Europe at 
hay, and saved Pru ssia through sev­ 
en years of strife. 
His deeendant, 
who 
now holds the 
Ilohenzollern 
throne, 
has 
more 
than 
equalled 
Frederick’s task, because Frederick 
had England with him, 
there 
was 
then 
no United States 
to furnish 
Germany’s munitions. 
Nobody ex­ 
pects the present conflict to run sev­ 
en years, hut if the allies can stand 
a w ar of that duration, so can Ger­ 
many with the Kaiser at the head of 
affairs. 
When the w ar started the 
Emperor 
William 
had 
fallen into 
disfavor with many of his people for 
a number of reasons. 
Some believed 
he 
was 
too 
autocratic, 
others 


popular opinion of the Kaiser began 
to change. 
People 
confessed 
the 
Kaiser, and the comments of neutral 
nations, added to his popularity 
at 
home, until now, Hie Kaiser is the 
idol of his nation. 
He is regarded 
as the embodiment of German vir­ 
tues, the representative of German 
might and power. The nation agrees 
lie has not abused the absolutely 
autocratic 
power he 
has 
wielded 
since last August, but has used his 
authority to meet every crisis con­ 
fronting Germany in a manner that 
wins unanimous 
approval. 
If 
the 
war ends under conditions substan­ 
tially as they are now, Germany 
have saved 
herself, and 
will have 
demonstrated er powers 
so 
con 
vineingly 
th at 
the Kaiser, who is 
now responsible for all tilings iii the 
Empire 
must be given 
the title of 
“The Great.” 
The Kaiser, in particular, has in­ 
spired Germans with confidence in 
outcome of 
the war. His calm 
a s ­ 
sertions of victory have l>een 
fol­ 
lowed 
by deeds 
substantially 
bis 
word.- so often 
that he is not only 
the ruler but al-o the prophet 
of 
his people. 
When the war began, 
few Germans, 
deep down 
in their 
hearts, believed the leutonie Empire 
had even a fair chance of succeed­ 
ing . That is why there was so much 
hysteria 
last August, 
and why de­ 
parting 
subjects 
of 
the 
enemy 
powers were so frequently insulted. 
That is why also the Germans lost 
their heads in Belgium and adopted 
a system of terrorism.

against England was so jiopular. 
Now, 
however, after

strife, Germany has recovered

confidence and believes in the K a is­ 
er. 
The fear of last summer has 
departed and

longer saying “God punish England.’ 
Instead of the form er hatred of Eng- 
tbere is now developing a curious 
kind of contempt, mingled with self­ 
amazement that the Germans should 
so boldly have mi-judged the Eng­ 
lish. 
Nothing more rem arka hie has 
happened in Germany 
during 
the 
year than the change o f popular 
opinion 
concerning 
England . The 
might of the British 
Empire 
was 
magnified quite out of purporting to 
its actual power, the Germans now 
are saying. 
This w ar was wortli the fighting 
so say the Germans, if only because 
it has pricked the bubble of British 
strength. 
England will never again 
occupy her old place in the world. 
The ancient spirit of the English, 
which the world has been long ac­ 
customed to taking a1 its own valu­ 
ation. has been found to be no longer 
existent. 
England has lo.-l the w ar 
for the allies, in the opinion of Ger­ 
man militarists, and by doing so, has

Traffic posts will be placed 
at 


four of the street corners in the 
business district to aid in the en- 
forcement of the traffic ordinance. 
'One of these posts is in place at the 
corner of Main and Second streets. 
The post takes the place of a po- 
liceman in that drivers, if they pay 
attention to the post, caimot help 
but drive to the right and make the 
square turns in turning from one 
street into another. 


The posts will be placed at the 


intersections of Morgan and Second 
streets; Perkins and Second and 
Main and First streets. 
The city 


officials believe these posts will be 
of great value in helping enforce the 
ordinance. 
This "right and left" 


ordinance has been on the books 
for several years, but despite this 
fact, there are drivers of automo- 
biles who pay no attention to the 
rules when making a turn from one 
street into another street. The rule 
is to keep to the right'and by going 
"around these posts it is always pos- 


^ sible to do this. 


The pqsts will be placed at the

With this trial of Ball there will "be 
settled in Indiana the much debated 
question whether a national guards- 
man, acting under orders to bring in 
a prisoner, can be held for murder 
in case he kills the prisoner in the 
performance of his duty. 


Dowell, whose home was in Madi- 


son, Ind., was supposed to Have 
been instrumental in smuggling li- 
quor from Indianapolis into the en- 
campment at Fort Harrison. :Ball 
was a 'sargeant of the guard and on 
the'night of July 21, 1913 was do- 
ing provost duty. Ball saw Dowell 
"alight from a car and ordered him 
to stop. Dowell ran and Ball fired 
causing a wound from which. Dowell 
died in a few days. 


Ball was indicted 
by a 
grand 


jury for murder. The case dragged 
for a long time. Special 
Judge 


Hack ruled that criminal court had 
concurrent 
jurisdiction 
with 
the 


court martial, but the case was 
never set for trial. 
Hack nolle 


pressed the indictment July 3 of 
of this year'acting oh a motion of 
Prosecutor Stevenson.

stated that the criminal court had 
nb jurisdiction and that the state 
had not sufficient evidence to con- 
vict.
